• "My Qemmie," the lovely and gracious woman whom Sir 
Winston Churchill married 56 yearn ago, and with whom, in his 
own words, he "lived happily ever after,''' played an enormous 
and vital part during his leadership of Britain. 



BEFORE her hushed 
became the war- 
time Prime Minis ler T 
Clementine Churchill 
wa$ not weD known. By 
choice, she had been 
Very much in I h e 
shadows of his public 
life. 

Then, gradually, as the 
spotlight played on him, die 
reputedly shy and self- 
effecting Clementine began 
to emerge as the "power be- 
hind the throne" in the 
nit est possible way. 

One of the first to recog- 
nise lier as the peat man's 
rower of strength was Prime 
Minister Sir Robert {then 
Mr.) Meniiei from Australia, 

I rem cm her vividly how 
impressed he was. with 
Clcmemine Churchill after 
he had stayed with thcin for 
long and important ialk* in 
the rally day* of the war. 

He began nn interview [ 
had with him which wa* to 
have been about Winston 
Churchill: "To understand 
the Prime Minister, one must 
sec htm again*! the hark- 
ground of his family and 
appreciate how much he 
depends on his wife." 

And there unfolded a story 
of the absolute devotion of 
Clementine Churchill to her 
husband — hiv dependenre on 
her, his adoration which, as 
Sir Robert said, was "some- 
thing to be seen." 

The war brought us all 
elnse to them. 



It was when the bliu of 
11140 had begun in all its 
fury that Clementina Chur- 
chill first had her hand; full 
stopping WiitStOll from 
t nking deliberate rkks. 

Blitz-inspection tours by 
Churchill were moral (Mj wild- 
ing and much appreciated,, 
but when his jaunts caught 
up with the hontbing 
Clemmie was appealed tor 
could she slop him taking 
surh risks? 

It wasn't ca*y. for at that 
time he was in a most 
obstinate mood. 

She nutmanoeuvred him 
by going along with him. It 
was a wifely ruse, and a 
clever one. Churchill, con- 
cerned about her safety, re- 
turned home before the worst 
of the raids. 

This technique she kepi 
up, for, as the Chief of StafT 
at the Ministry of Defence 
said, 'Her presence madr 
him cautious. * And together 
they tramped many miles of 
bomb damage and rubble, 

She followed this victory 
with another, persuading 
Winston to use an air-raid 
shelter — as an example 10 
others. To this he agreed, 
but reluctantly. And so the 
famous annexe was equipped. 
Clementine, herself, did fire- 
watching duty nearby, 

fn many ways during these 
blitz days Clemmie was the 
"ryes and ears'' of the Prime 
Minister, 

One night, without Winston 



knowing, she slipped off on a 
prowl of the London Under- 
ground to see how those 
sheltering there were faring 
She was horrified. 

Hurrying bark home to 
Number 10 Downing St., 
she gave Winston the full 
foree of it. "Something must 
hr done for these people/' 
she said. 

"You work something out, 
Clemmie," he told her. 

On her suggestion, two 
million bunks were installed 
in the tnhr stations which 
became London's great air- 
raid dormitories, and to en- 
.sure orderliness fixed place* 
were assigned by ticket. 

During the war when they 
reluctantly abandoned their 
home, "Chart well/ 1 and spent 
the weekends at "Chequers" 
Clementine, knowing her 
husband was not particularly 
fond of the cold and 
draughty edifice. *et ahour 
making the l>cst of ir with 
artistic and homely touches.

Gangster films 

"When he saw the list he 
said t 'Now point out some- 
one who isn't an author or a 
playwright.' 

"The fellow rhose nvy 
name, and Brown sent an 
immediate call for me to 
write some screenplays. 

"He told me he was M k 
and used nf itieasing around 
with writers who didfVl have 
thr first idea of how to write 
for the screen medium.** 

One of the most satisfy- 
ing aspects of his career is: 
" You have a pencil, a piece 
of paper and an idea and 
you re off! 

"That day Harry Joe 
Rrown railed for me we sat 
on the steps outside his office 
and he asked me to give him 
a plot. 

"We star led throwing 
ideas at each other and in 
half an hour had mapped 
out the rough story of a film 
whkh 1 lateT scripted, and 
which was a very successful 
gangster movie." 

With the 1930s came the 
gangster movie era. Scripts 



were being written for men. 

''People like Bogan and 
Edward G. Robinson came 
up into the big time," he 
said. 

"We had a new actress ai 
the studio raited Be etc Davis. 
She sat around for month? 
cooling her heels because 
there wasn't a part for her. 

"She made a film with 
George Arliss. The Man 
Who Played God, 1 and then 
'Of Human Bondage/ She 
won an A n a demy Award for 
this, portraying the Cockney 
waitress. 

"But she wasn't a suet ens. 

"Her studio let her go and 
she came over to Warner 
Bros, The popular name for 
hrr around the lot was 'the 
Academy Award lemon.' 
They just didn t know what 
to do with her. 

"In those days the was 
very shy, full of inhibitions. 

"She just didn'l have the 
make-up 10 push her own 
career.*' 

But to Casey Robinson, 
she was one of the most 
intuitive and sensitive 
actresses in Hollywood. He 
set about looking foT stories 
for her. 

He found them — "Dark 
Victory" "All This and 
Heaven Too," 'The Old 
Maid," and "Now, Voyager " 

"With the right kind of 
vehicle*, Bctte's real per- 
sonality came, to the screen 
— and made her lastingly 
popular,"' he said. 

"She didn't have the usual 
attribute; of feminine 
beauty, but she had this

He wrote 
the screenplay of the Edna 
Ferber novel, "Saratoga

"She and Bette Davis, al- 
though entirely different, 
Wert two uf the mOSj femin- 
ine women I have ever met," 
he said. 

Of all the screenplay* he 
has written in Hollywood in 
^t)-s>cfd years he has thren 
favurites: **Dark Victory'*

"If a director found the 
most fascinating newcomer, 
with loads of talent but no 
experience, he would have an 
impossible job trying to 
finance a film to star him 
or her.

The death of Hollywood's 
Golden Era, he says, was the 
fault of (he stars themselves, 

'Tnity triuught the public 
warned to see them cooking 
in the kitchen and being 
ordinary! but that was just 
what the public didn't want. 

"h destroyed the glamor 
image of Hollywood/' 

Mr, Robinson believes (hat 
television has given great 
impetus to film-making. 

"People thought TV would 
kill films/* he said, "(lie 
tame as they thought films 
would kill stage shows. In- 
stead, it has made the movie- 
going public more discern- 
ing. 

Casey Rnfcinson prefers to 
write for films rather than 
for TV. 

"Alfred Hitchcock asked 
me to write two stories for 
his TV series. 

"He Told me he had made 
more money in five years of 
television ihan all his life in 
pictures, 

,4 3 wrote the scrims as a 
personal favor, but it was not 
nearly as soul -satisfying as 
writing for films, 

"But television ii a gold- 
mine for writers in Holly- 
wood. So many scripts are 
needed that good writers can 
name their own prices > 

"I would love to write a 
script for an Australian 
film," he said. "My wife. 
Joan, has told me so much 
about Australia I feel I've 
seen and know more about 
your country than 1 could 
have teamed on a six weeks* 
visit." 

After they return to 
America — they live on the 
edge of Beverly Hill* — Mr. 
Robinson will start tmmedi~ 
ately on new projects. 

"t can't stop working," he 
said, "I read ever)- day of 
my life, and I'm at my type- 
writer at home at Beverly 
Hills every day from 6 a.m. 
until 3 or 4> 

"It'jt a rat-race — but 
also the most marvellous fun 
in the world."

• Dr. Albert Schweitzer is one o f the great men of our time. i>oe, 
tor, philosopher, musician, and missionary, he has spent SO 
years working among lepers aufl o ther sick in the steamy jungle* of 
Lambarene, in French Equatorial Africa, To him all life is sanc<l 
He is reputed to have held up building operations mther than dkhui 
an ants' nest. In this story of the pelican — told by the bumptious \\n\ 
itself— the 90-year-old doctor also produces a revealing Belf-poriraiL 



1AM Lhe Pelican, lhe hero oi thU book. So iL 
seems to mc that I ought to introduce myself 
and give you some facts a html my life. Only a 
confused memory remains of the days when I was 
a fledgling* 

I can recall being with my two brothers in a 
nest up in a great tree overlooking the river and 
forest. There wl- waited with wide open beaks for 
the food our parents were £oing to bring us. I 
have no idea how we came down out of that tree 
to find ourselves on a sandbank near a thicket of 
papyrus. 

Some black men, shouting and lirandjshing stick* to 
frighten off our parents, carried the three of m away 
with our legs tied up. In the village, thc> pushed ua 
into a ba^kvi where we cmjld scareelv move our beak*.

INGREDIENTS

EQUIPMEJVT

First immerse in cold water and 
bring tn boil; if thermometer is not the 
type that flips to side of pan, return to 
hot water after each lest; when immrrsintt, 
in lyrup cover bulb completely withmii 
letting it touch base of pan; keep ther- 
mometer upright and take reading ai near 
eye -level as possible; handle, wash. dry. and 
store carefully,

• Outfits and methods 
uaed for preserving a 
wide variety of fruits. 




BY preserving fruit at home the 
housewife can make use of 
seasonal crops and build up a reserv e 
stock to be served when the fruit w 
out of season. 

Preserving fruit by bottling is a iimplc 
task if suitable equipment ii available and 
the fruit i* selected, prepared^ and pro- 
cessed carefully. 

METHODS 

Any one of the following methods of 
preserving can be used sucresifullv: 

• With a commercial bottlim* outfit used 
according to manufacturer's direction*. 

• In a iKJttir-impTO vised water-hath such 
at copper or large boiler. 

• In men (gas or electric K where a steady 
heat can be maintained, 

• In a pressure i ooker-canner, used accord- 
ing to manufacturer's directions, 

• By hot-pack method f softening fmiL by 
COWflft, then bottling and processing the 
hot fruit. This shorten* processing time). 

SUITABLE JARS 

Sound, lanooth- rimmed, unchipped k\u*\ 
jar* fitted with rubber rings for. perfect 
sealing, it Las* or lacquered metal lids 
(lacquer prevent* corrosion by fruit acids} 
and metal riip, screw bauds or metal spring 
rap to hold lid firmly in position while 
processing. 

Wide-tier krd jars make packing of fruit 
much easier. 

Wash jars m hot soapy water, rinse, turn 
upside down to drain; sewk rubber bands in 
cold water; check lids for correct fit, 

Note: New rubber bands must be used 
each time. 

SYRUP USED 

The syrup u(ed for bottling fruit has an 
importonr effect Oil color and flavor of the 
finished prndur < The svrup should be 
boiling when filled into jara. 

Bring Rugar and water slowly to the boil, 
(burner 5 minutes. Strain through muslin 
into Urge jug for easy pouring into jars 
Allow approximately | cup syrup to each 
pint jar. 
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TYPES OF SYKUP 
Light Syrup: Allow 1 cup sugar to 3 cups 
water. 

Medium Syrup: Allow 2 cups H)£ftr to 
3 cups water. 

Heavy Synip: Allow 3 cups sugar <o 3 
cups water, 

Note; Most fruits are bottled in medium 
syrup, but light syrup in brat for applei, 
heavy syrup U best for figs. 

PREPARING FRUIT

from bruises 

Prepare according to type: 

Apricots; Wash, leave impeded. 

Apples, quinces: Peel, core, rut into 

quarters, drop into salted water ( t teaspoon 

nalt to I pint water ) to preserve color.

Berries: Wash, cook J to -1 minutes with 

equal weight of sugar but no water; syrup 

thus formed should be sufficient for bottling.

Tomatoes: Immerse in boiling water a 

few seconds, remove and pec! off >kini. 
Figs: Wash well, pack into jars cither 

whole or halved- 
Nectarines: Wash, cut in halves, remove 

■jlOTJr'l. 

Plum*: Wash, leave whole or halve if 
desired. 

Quinces: Wash, peel, iinrl rut into halve* , 
quarters, or eighths, depending on riant of 
fruit Drop into saEted water, rinse before 
parking 

Use a sharp, stainless -steel knife Tor any 
necessary peeling, 

I .arse stone fruits are brut halved and 
stuned lie fore bottling, be cause otherwise

"Rir modrm trypan is so ut tractive in 
design il is possible to srrve food at the 
table from the fiypan on to serving-plates, 
It can keep the main dish warm, ready lor 
second helpings 

Frypuui come in several ni/a. to suit 
individual family needs. Suggested rookio^ 
temperatures for a number ut foods ire 
generally marked on each fry pun handle, 
and manufacturers lmtiuctiorij Are given 
in the booklet which accompanies each 
appli.uice.

» iropieal tree grown mainly in Ceylon, this

Inlands. Flavor is sttung and aromatic. 

Coriander: One of the oldest herbs, orig- 
inally grown fa Morocco, flrietf feeds arc 
U*etJ for flavoring. 

Cumin: Small highly flavored needs 
^rmblmg caraway teed* in appearance 
Crown in most parts of thr world 

Fenugreek? ATso known as bird's foot or 
*-rrek hayseed Seeds of this plant are in 
p igng4frd pods rejcmhling string beans. 

Ginger: Well-known spice which is dried 
^■ot of ginger plant. Widely grown and has 
'^atiy uses with both savory and sweet 
iliihea 
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Mustard Seed: Sinn 1 1 yellow seeds with 
hot spity flavor. 

Sesame Seed: Nut-flavored seed, urown 
niaiufy in Egypt and South America. 

Turmeric: Roots of ;i West Indbin plant, 
dried and rrmlied into yellow powder. 

Ray leaver Dried leaves of the bay tree, 
used as flavoring agent in many savory 
dishes I sujdly added whole and discarded 
before serving. 



POWDER AND PASTE 

Here ire tht- recipe* for am bit iom cooks 
who wish to make their awn curry powder 
and paste:

One ounce coriander seeds, to£. caraway 
seeds, lot. turmeric. \at. ruin in seeds, ]or, 
black peppercorns, cinnamon, [oz.

mace, chilli powder to taste , 

Grind all ingredient! welt in electric. 
blender or with morLsr and pestle. 

Place ift small jars with tightly fitting 
lids. A baylcflf ran be placed in each jar if 
desired. 

CURRY PASTE 
Many prefer this to curry powder. The 
mixture is perishable and should he sin ted 
in the refrigerator after buttling and sealing, 
Two tablespoons ground coriander, 1 
tablespoon pepper, I tablespoon cinnamon, 1 
lablcspoon dry nmstard 1 pinch chilli powder, 
I crushed clove garlic, 5 cup vegetable oil, 1 
tablespoon turmeric, 1 tablespoon ginger 
powder, 1 dessertspoon salt* L dessertspoon 
sugar, 1 tablespoon lemon juiec i 2 table- 
spoons viivcgnr. 

Combine all dry ingredients and garlic, 
■ tux in vinegar and lemon jiii<e. mix to 
tmnoth paste, Slowly fldcl heated Oil. simmer 
paste 5 minutes. Allow tn cool he/ore 
bo tiling and sealing.* 

bask: recipes 

There are only two basic types «! curries 
— moist and dry Moist curry is rooked 
with an added liquid, and in dry curry the 
slowly * mime ring ingredients provide suf- 
ficient moisture for cocking. The moist 
method it especially suitable for curries con- 
taining precooked or leftover ingrrdientii. 



The following methods ;ire used for simple 
moist and dry curries; 

MOIST CURRY 

Sautr mil in ingredimt for curry (meat, 
poultry, vegetable*, or seafood) in hot 
shortening until brown Remove, add to pan 
onions and any other ejttra vegetables, the 
curry powder or pjistc, and any desired 
spices or flavorings. Cook few minutes. Pour 
liquid over, bring to boiling point. Return 
niain ingredient to this taurc, simmer gently 
until cooked, lattlr flour can be added for 
thiclceninfT if desired. Mix this flour to paste 
with water and add at end of conking time. 
Extra li4uid can bp udrfed during looking 
time if required. 

DRY CURRY 

Brrjwn main ingredient in hoi shorcenmir 
with onions. Rrmovc from pan, Add to pfin 
carry powder, aeasoning^ veget;tb!«. rlc, 
rook grtuly n> farm thick sauce. Rrtorn 
meat and onions to saurt- in p an , simmer 
v<tv gently uaii! rooked Care must be 
taken not to hunt curry by rapid rooking. 

Note; Ftfr rjelitiouj uppelisint; aruuia. 
sprinkle eurry with deiie rated qt shredded 
coconut and lightly brown under grill*']-, 
then carry immediately to table and ier\c. 

ACCOMPANIMENTS 

Curry is traditionally imcd with plain 
boiled rice, but a selection of iude dishes or 
"tambals," as they are correctly called, 
adds greatly lo the interest of the dbh. 

Connoisseurs bke to combine cuui resting 
flavors, nuxing a little of caofa Lnudiment 
with the curry and rice. Chutney, lemon 
slues, and shredded coconut are essentials, 
but iwmf or all vt the following side dishes 
can be served alsoi 

KnuLnv or lultan^n, i rumbled fried baron, 
diced papaw. bananas, pineapple, and 
avocado, salted nuts, chopjW cucumber, 
yoghurtj guavn jelly, chopped crystal lised 
«inj?t'[. shredded Irnuui or otangc piwl t 
sliced ration on j DBS and radishes, t hopped 
green olives, chopjwd hard-hoiled egg.

Meanwhile , melt rrmaining butter in a 
frying-pan, put in chicken piece*, and s^ute 
until gnldrti Drain well, add to saure; draw 
ofr heat And stand for 311 minute*. Thin 
bring to ihe boil, covrr, and simmer until 
chicken is tender. While chicken is cooking, 
bring water to boil, pom over coconut, let 
stand 20 minutes, Strain, discarding? COCOHUt, 
Add coconut water to chicken with red- 
currant jelly and lenwui jui* r 10 minutes 
before serving. Heat through, serse with 
hot cooked rice, chutney, and any desired 
side dishes

CHEtESE is a rich sourer of protein, 
a. food constituent necessary for 
a well-balanced nutritious diet It is 
comparatively inexpensive, combines 
well with other foods T and is an 
excellent meat substitute. 

All cheese is made iroin milk, artificially 
iwurrd, ruhrred, Atitl salted, whry i.i drained 
off and the curd* prosed into moulds for 
ripming and coring. 

Alter the initial louring has taken place 
variations in making and furiruj result in 
different types of cheeses, 

TYPES 

Natural cheese* are so called because 
natural maturing processes produce distinc- 
tive flavors and lexlure* and continue after 
cheese has reached its prime. They are 
classified as "hard' r or "soft" according to 
the amount of moisture present. 

Processed or pasteurised cheese ia natural 
cheese preserved at the peaJc of maturity so 
further ripening is prevented. 

VARIETIES 

A taste for mi Id-flavored cheese, such as 
cheddar, U' universal- a taste for strongly 
flavored cheese, such as gorKonxola, is 
acquired. 

The types lijterj he low are readily avail- 
able and most frequently used in this 
country. 

Manv odier*. of Australian manufacture 
and imported varieties, arc available and 
should be Irird by those who wi«h to become 
connoisseurs, 

KAKD CHEESES 

Cheddar: Generally mild in flavor, but 
both natural and processed cheddart vary 
considerably in flavor and texture; most 
versatile for cooking; tued in scones, biscuitt, 
pastries, etc, and uncooked in salads, 
savories, ssndwkhea, 

Fdaui and Gouda: Mild -flavored, red- 
skinned cheeses, originally the product ol 
HnTfaiuL Used chiefly as end-of-dinner or 
dessert cheese with fruit. 

Gruyere: Smooth, mild chee*c T originally 
from weatr/n Switzerland, sometime* herb- 
flavored Used as dinner or sandwich cheese. 

Parmesan: Cheese with dry texture and 
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shurp, distinctive flavor, originally from 
Italy; used graied for savory dishes, 
especially macaroni and spaghetti 

Stilton: Famous English blue-veined type 
madr with extra cream; lias characteristic 
pungent flavor of blue cheese; uaed chiefly 
as after-dinner cheese. 

Swiss: Smooth, mild -flavored, firm- 
textured cheeae T similar (6 gruyete; charac- 
terised by holes, or "eyes" which develop 
during maturing; originally made in 
Switzerland; used for sand withes, fondue, 
and other savory dishes. 

SOrt CHEESES 

C:iii!Miiben: Famous French or Danish 
natural chccce used for salads and end -of - 
dinner dessert. 

Cmiagr or Cream CHecse: Simpteti of all 
types. Unc tired cottage checnc made com- 
mercially from pasteurised skimmed milk 
has- lower fat content than moit cheese*. 

Cream ij udded to uncuncd cottage cheese 
to make cream cheese with extra richness 
and flavor. Both are uird for salads, sand- 
wiches, appetisers, desert, and some rooked 
dishes. 

Roquefort: Cream y while, strongly 
flavored cheese marbled wilh frrrrnish-hhie 
veins; originally from Fran re, Used for 
salads and end-of -dinner dessert. 

Danish Blue: Pungent, strongly fbynred 
hlue-vcined cheeic, papular for after-dinner 
service. 

Corgon*ola: Strongly flavored blur-veined 
cheese, originally made in Italy, Used for 
salad and dessert 

USES IN COOKERY 

Sliced or Chopped Cheese: In salads, 
sandwiches, savories, cheese toast. 

C r ated Cheese: Mixed willi crumb* for 
lopping savory dithes, in cheese lauce; for 
topping cream soups; in savory spaghetti, 
macaroni, or rice dishes:, in savory pies, 
pizzas, and r us lards, in salads, sandwhh 
fillings, omelets. in cheese pastry and savory 
biscuit mixtures. 

METHODS 
For success when cooking with checae; 
• Use heat as low a J possible for as short 
U while As possible; high temperature and 
prolonged cooking makes cheese tough, 
stringy, and difficult to diiresl 



• Grate ar chop finely before cooking to 
facilitate melting, ft rate prurriwd cheese 
on. medium-ioarse grater. 

• Remove cooked sauce from heat before 
adding grated cheeite for cheese laucc, stir 
until inrlted and mixed Ism do not allow to 

boll again. 

• Avoid overcooking, which has same 
tewgheninj; effect an rooking at too high 
a temperature; when cheese is melted it 
is cooked. 

STORAGE 

The keeping quality of cheeses varies 
according to Type. Hard cheese keeps well 
under correct conditions: soft cheese is 
highly perishable unlets processed. 

All cheese needs special care uncc Cut, 
Wrap in waaed paper, then in food-wrapping 
plastic or a In mini um fuit, and (tore in 
refrigerator or a cool, dry place. 

Ptoc ensed rhfear keeps well in its original 
wrapping in the rrfrigcratnr. Large quanti- 
ties of hard, natural cheese will keep well, 
if refrigeration is not available, wrapped in 
muslin moistened with vinegar and water. 

Dry cheese, grated ready for cooking,

PICKLES, chutncys, and sauces 
made from fruits and /or vege- 
ibles preserved with vinegar arc 
crved as accompaniments to meats 
nd salads and used to flavor and 
arnish savory dishes. Chutney is a 
raditionaJ accompaniment to cuny. 

During preparation water ia drawn out 
f fruit and vegetable* and replaced hy a 
ih-and-vinegar solution which inhibits 
rrjvi th of tbr bacteria, yeasts, and moulds 
lji cause Femieii ration. Any bacteria, 
<"4(t p or mould already present is destroyed 
by heat during cooking- 

When flavor of vinegar predominates,
